railroad fund to pave streets around 
and near the court house with woou- 
en block.

ed over the protest of the city engi- 
neer, Mr. Kendall, who pointed out 
the !arge t-ost of this kind of pave 
incut and that It. \vould l>e too siir>- 
prey on the grades. 
But this protest 


from a professional man was ignor- 
ed, and Monument Square, the court 
hoiibe place. Fayet.t,;! street troni Cal- 
vert to St. Paul and St. Paul and C-al- 
vert streets from Fayette to Balti- 
more—five blocks in all, including 
the wide squares, ai. each end.of t 
court house—were paved with wood 
at a cost of $25,656.
